Dave Hoover of Clyde Beatty Cole Brothers Circus on gay cats, hickory sticks and the lion who saved his life 


Did you get your start by training a house cat? 
No. Iwas too squeamish to be a vet, sol tooka 
job at Cincinnati Zoo, where I raised lion cubs. 
Tlearned to train big cats froma book that was 
written by an Englishman in 1903, Then I 
became acquainted with a circus trainer named 
Clyde Beatty; I replaced him after he died. 

How long does it take to train a wild cat? 

Six months for lions, a little less for tigers— 
they're smarter, We start when they're 18 months 
old. [just sit inside the door of the cage with my 
cigar anda crossword puzzle until the animal is 
no longer worried about my being there. Next, 
we cut off the cat’s food for a day, then start 
feeding him offthe end of a stick. Then we put 
aseat inthe cage. After a few days, Istart feed- 
ing himwhile he’s on there. That's the first com- 
mand: “Seat.” My act incorporates things cats 
do naturally: They run, jump, 
lay down, roll over and sit up, 


live longer, and I think they prefer being taken 
care of. They feel safe in their cages, and they 
have large exercise areas. Even in the wild, lions 
sleep 21 hours a day. If you go to the zoo and 
see one walking around, you're lucky. 

Isit possible to tame a big cat so that itwould 

never harm you? 
Getting hurt is always a possibility. It’s inbred. 
In the US, four or five children are killed each 
year by dogs, which have supposedly been tame 
for thousands of years. But I've hada fewlions 
that were too docile for their own good; they 
have to be able to protect themselves. Usually 
I keep them aside for ads and movie work, like 
Clarence the cross-eyed lion in Daktari. 

Was Clarence really cross-eyed? 
Oh, yes, He was a good-looking lion, but real 
lazy. He wasn't interested in female lions. 

Was he gay? 

He wasn't interested in either sex,

OnceT walked out ofthe cage, then 
collapsed: An animal had opened up myleg with 
his claw. My boot was squishing full of blood, 
You can’t just run down to the pet store and 
buya lion, so where do you get your animals? 
From zoos and private parks. There are currently 
more tigers in the US than in India, even though 
they haven't been imported since the begin- 
ning ofthe century. Lions cost about $500, but 
tigers run upward of $3,000. 
Would you ever have a tiger as a pet? 
T've raised about 300 lion and tiger cubs inmy 
house. We only keep them at home forthe first 
three months, otherwise we wouldn’thave any 
upholstery left, And they could kill me. Besides, 
it’s not humane to keep wild animals as pets. 
Orina circus? 
T'man animal lover. Animals born in captivity 
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like alcohol. If

Yeah. This one female tiger named 

Bingo would roll over and want her 

belly rubbed. I think it’s a mating 

ritual, but I wasn’t falling for it. 

Do you have a favorite lion? 

Thada big black-maned lionnamed 

Caesar—a truly handsome cat, but 

he was meaner than the devil. He 

hospitalized me seven times, but he 

‘was more responsive than the other 
cats. Then one time in Philadelphia, a big lion 
charged me, my foot slipped and I went down. 
My stick caught the animal in the mouth and 
he was hanging over me. Caesar attacked the 
other lion and saved my life. He worked until 
he was 21. Then J retired him to a safari park, 
and he sired 32 cubs. 

How many big-cat scars can you boast? 
Quite a few. If I keep itup, I'lneed a seamstress 
to travel with the show. I've been putin the hos- 
pital 11 times by lions and twice by tigers. 

What's the closest you've been to death? 
Iwas in the hospital for three months not long 
after I started in the business, Ineeded 152 
stitches in mylegs and arms, and] hadto have 
a blood transfusion. A lion opened up the side 
of myleg; I have no feeling from my right knee 
down. It happened during training when, like 
adummy, I'd gone into the cage by myself. I 
was wearing a watch with an expanding wrist- 
band and when this lion swung at me, his claws 
got tangled in the band and he pulled me into 
him. He was missing a fang or he would have 
chewed off my finger and probably a toe. That 
scared the hell out of me, Fortunately, I always 
wear a steel collar for training—big cats often 


go forthe throat—and [had heavy clothing on, 
although the lion ate my wool coat. They like 
mutton, apparently. 

Any other serious scares? 

Once in Illinois, the lights went out in the mid~ 
dle of the act. Iwas trying to edge along to the 
escape door and when the guys turned on some 
headlights, a lion was crawling under my stick, 
trying to get me. I don’t normally drink, but 1 
had a whiskey after that. 

Would a lion eat you if ithad the chance? 

No, they’re not hungry enough. Buta trainerT 
knew was killed in front of an audience after 
the door dropped ona lion's tail and the tion 
jumped the guy. The cat carried my friend 
around like a rag doll. The police had to shoot 
the animal to get the body back. 

What human behavior makes a lion angry? 
They don’t like alcohol. Ifa lion escaped into a 
crowd, he'd go after the drinkers. 

Is it true that the cats are sedated before the 

show and that their claws are removed? 

No, because tranquilizers would break down 
their fear of you. And giving the animals drugs 
risks killing them, as they have a very Low tol- 
erance. Ifa big cat has an ingrown claw, it’s very 
tricky. We put the animal out just enough to 
make it drowsy. As for pulling out their claws or 
removing their fangs, that’s like cutting offa 
child’s fingers! Some trainers do it, though. But 
ifthey’re really that afraid oflions, maybe they 
should get a poodle act. 

Ever stuck your head in alion’s mouth? 

No way! That trick was popular years ago: Ifthe 
trainer felt pressure from the lion's jaws, he'd 
spit tobacco down its throat to make it open up. 
That’s not to say some of those guys didn’t lose 
theirheads. ... 

What's the procedure if things go wrong? 

Thad to use a fire extinguisher to break up a 
fight once. Two lions were locked on each 
other's necks and wouldn't leave the cage. 
One's testicles were in the air, so I turned the 
extinguisher on him. It wasice cold, He crossed 
his legs alot after that. 

What should we do if confronted with an 

escaped big cat? 

Stay still or move away slowly. Nine times out 
of 10, the animal will move away fromyou. Don't 
rum orhe'll follow you. A lion can run 100 yards 
in four-and-a-half seconds. 

Wouldn’t you rather work with less risky 

animals, maybe elephants? 

I owned elephants when I had a zoo in Miami, 
but elephant acts don’t make the adrenaline 
flow forme, I'ma cat man. Inthe first place, 
there’s not so much mess to cleanup, and cats 
are more unpredictable. If1 don’t have action, 
Iget bored. I'm just trying to get killed!

Classical music 
blares from a radio and the heat is turned up 
uncomfortably high; their clothing is drip- 
ping wetand water's ina puddle at their 
feet. Men in uniform approach them, place 
printed forms in front of them and shake 
them awake. “Huh?” says one, trying to focus on 
the paper. Numbed with fatigue, he can barely 
make out the words. Then he can’t believe what he 
sees. Shocked, he sits rigid, wincing at the pain 
from the oozing sores in his groin and armpits. The 
paperis an agreement to quit. And it appears to 
have been signed by him. “No,” he shouts, “I didn’t 
quit. Iwantto be here. This doesn’t make any 
sense.” His colleague, similarly shocked, is shaking 
from head to toe. 

The two menare in the schoolhouse at BUDS, 
(Basic Underwater Demolition School) in 
Coronado, near San Diego, CA. This 
jswheretheUS Navytrains _cauallll 
its underwater demoli- 
tion units, known as 
SEALs (sea-air-land). 
Itstarted in 1943 
when the naval 
combat demolition 
units were ordered 
to clear German 
mines from the 
Utah and Omaha 
beaches in Normandy 
and southern France, 
making them safe for the 
Allied troops. The newly formed 
underwater demolition teams then moved on to 
see action in every corner of the Pacific during 
World War II. Their next moments of glory came 
during the Korean War, when they deployed quer- 
rilla warfare methods in delaying operations. Since 
then, they have won themselves a fearsome repu- 
tation as arguably the world’s fittest combat unit. 

The course at BUDS lasts for six months and 
comprises three phases—physical training, diving 
and land warfare. The two exhausted men arein 
the fourth and penultimate day of Hell Week, the 
last days of the first phase of their training. The 
eight-week Phase Oneis dedicated to PT (which 
would-be SEAL recruits soon learn stands for phys- 
ical torture) and Hell Weeks its final grueling five 
days which, according to Navy litera as been 
calculated to push the men to the very limits of 
their physical and mental capacity and beyond. 

For the last four days, these two men and their 
comrades have been on their feet, running and 
jumping to orders for up to 22 hours a day. Their 
exertions are continuous. As during the rest of 
Phase One, just eating involves six miles of sprint- 
ing—they have to run everywhere and the mess 
hallis a mile away. During Hell Week they get an 
extra meal a day (so that’s another two miles) and 
have to run in seven-man teams with a 200-pound 
1BS (inflatable boat, small) on their backs. 

They get more to eat in Hell Week because US 
Navy doctors have conducted analysis over the 
years and estimate that the trainees can burn as 
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muchas 15,000 calories a day. That's eight to 10 
times the normalamount. Sometimes student’s 
body developsa stress fracture and becomes inca~ 
pable of carrying on, or their mind simply says, “I 
can’t put my body through this any more.” On aver- 
age, 70 percent of SEAL students drop out during 
the course. (The highest yearly percentage of men 
graduating the course was 45 percent, and there 
was one class—“the class that never was”—in 
which not one man made it through to the end.) 
When a BUDS student decides he can'ttakeany 
ers, each of 
whom signs a form detailing the recruit’s reasons 








| for wanting out. The most common recorded 


excuse is “Loss of motivation.” FHM approached 
several men who'd been through the BUDS course 
and hadn’t made it, but all refused to talk on the

record about their experiences. The workings of 
the SEALs are shrouded in mystery and a certain 
amount of paranoia. One of the ex-BUDS boys who 
did agree to talk to us (on guarantee of anonymity) 
warned that, “You will be watched for doing this 
story.” Another told us he decided he could take no 
more when he developed hydrophobia. “I started 
shivering uncontrollably every time they told us to 
get back in the water, then I got to the point where 
Ijust could not make myself get in the surfagain. 
That wasin 1994, and just thinking of water can 
still make me shiver sometimes.” 

Meanwhile, the BUDS public affairs officer, 

Lt. JG Greer, told us, “There area lot of different 
factors whya student decides he just doesn’t want 
itanymore. A lot of people don’t expect the diffi- 
culty level. Their body never seems to quite recover. 
Itis constant and continuous, and it tears you 
down.” Once they've dropped out, the men have to 
ringa bell on the grinder (exercise yard) three 
times, and lay their helmet beneath it. 

The line of helmets expands rapidly during Hell 
Week, largely due to the fact that on top of the 
extreme physical pain and pressure the trainees 
have to endure, the instructors add sadistic little 
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twists of mental stress. If, for example, aman 
faints during a run, or vomits during a swim, his 
entire seven-man team has to stop, go back to the 
start and do it again. They won’tall fail if one 
backs out, but they will have to start that part 
again. Every now and again the instructors pick a 
man almost incoherent from sleep deprivation, 
exhaustion and/or near hypothermia, send him 
and his team back to the start and then say, “Ha, 
ha, not really,” just to see if they have the required 
stamina and guts to do it again. One of the ex- 
BUDS boys recalled, “The instructor ordered us 
back in the water for the 11th time in four hours 
and told us we were going to be wet and cold all 
week. He then said he wanted to see some laugh- 
ing. So we started to laugh, and he said, ‘Great! 
The more you laugh the more heat you expend.’ It 
sounds stupid now, but I really snapped. For a few 
minutes I honestly thought, ‘This bastard’s trying 
to killus. He actually wants us to die of cold.’ And 
yet all the time the instructors are telling you 
BUDS is voluntary, that we can stop at any time.” 
Instructors claim that is why the bluffing is 
common at BUDS: They have to know the men can 
take the conditions they might face while on a mis- 
sion. One of their proudest boasts is that no SEAL 





















| run eight miles in wet boots and gear 


has ever surrendered or left behind a wounded or 
dead comrade. Ever. Testing that kind of motiva- 
tion requires bluffs and trickery. As Greer explains, 
“Bluffs are a motivating tool to get the level of 
commitment where it should be and mentally chal- 
lenge the students.” It is also, he says, “one of the 
things that marks BUDS from other courses. A lot 
of military units follow a rote doctrine, but we want 
to instill unconventional thinking, because an abil- 
ity to think out of the box could determine whether 
a SEAL lives or dies on a mission.” 

Hence the two men sitting in the classroom, 
thinking they are about to be made to 
ring the bell and lay down their hel- 
mets 12 hours before the end of Hell 
Week. During the course of that day, 
the pair had already paddled their 
IBSs 15 miles through a four-foot-high 
surf; run to breakfast with boats aloft, 
then run back; swum 400 yards in the 
freezing sea in boots and T-shirts; and 


through soft, deep sand. All that was 
interspersed with three other runs to 
the mess hall and random orders to do 
one-hour PT regimes on the grinder; a run up sand 
dunes, tossing and kicking 250-pound logs; somer- 
sault relays; an ultra-challenging obstacle course 
(widely recognized as the toughest in the US mili- 
tary) and periods of lying or sitting in 
the ocean until they are ordered out, 
This last one is known by the students 
as “surf torture,” so-called because 
during exercises, sand gets inside 
their clothes, rubbing their skin raw, 
and getting into the sea literally puts 
salt in their wounds. Then there is the 
cold. For most of the year, sea temper- 
atures around Coronado barely rise 
above 60 degrees, which is well below 
body temperature. 
Itwas after a two-hour beach-running and surf- 
| torture session that the men were led into the 
classroom. Itwas 9 p.m.; they'd had less than 90 
minutes sleep in four days, and they were cold, wet 
and confused. They had recently been ordered to 
write an essay about “your last moments asa lob- 
ster being placed in a pot of boiling water.” The 
men began writing, but gradually their bodies 
crumbled again and gave in to sleep. One by one, 
instructors woke all but two of them and motioned 
them to leave the room. It was then the two 
wannabe SEALs were given their papers. Both 
stood firm, saying, “We don’t quit; we want to be 
here,” and eventually the instructors broke out 
laughing. They'd survived another bluff and were 
led back to join the others who were already wait- 
ing for their second hygiene check of the day. 
Great care is taken as to the students’ health 
during Hell Week: They are checked every 12 hours 
bya corpsman anda doctor. The course is so physi- 
cally demanding that the men’s immune systems 
can give out and make them prone to infections— 
most commonly pneumonia, flesh-eating bacteria 
intheir broken blisters, cuts or chafing sores. The 
other major concern is hypothermia because of the 
| amount of time they spend in wet clothes. As Greer 
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explains, “Hit 87 degrees and that’s death, basic- 
ally.” So they monitor their temperatures carefully, 
and ifa young man is pushing 88 or 89 degrees, 
they get him in the hot tub, warm his body, put him 
indry clothing and get him backin training. 
Nothing is as bad as Hell Week, but Phase Two, 

which concentrates on diving, has its own hor- 
rors, including drownproofing (the men have 
their ankles and wrists bound and are made to 

| swim the length of an Olympic-size pool, or dive 
to the bottom and come back up again on cue) 
and pool competency. Known as Phase Two's mini- 
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Hell Week, “pool comp” is designed to teach the 
would-be underwater warriors to cope with “an 
emergency-type situation” in the deep, They are 
told to kneel at the bottom of the pool and stay 
there. Then, an instructor will come up behind 
them, take them by surprise and rough them up a 
little, “They'll either take their breathing regula- 
tor off and tie it in knots,” says Greer, “or rip off 

| their maskand tumble them around a little bit.” 

| The instructor then backs off and closely moni- 

| tors how the student fixes the problem. If he pan- 
ics, the instructor will grab him and pull him back 
to the surface and he will have failed. Each stu- 
dent gets two to four tries at this, but ifhe can’t 
correct the problem without being seen to nearly 
drown, he can’t bea SEAL. There’s quite a bit of 
bell ringing during pool comp. 

Phase Three concentrates on land warfare and 
is held on San Clemente Island, which has firing 
ranges, a demolition range and an underwater 
demolition area. The average BUDS course has 120 
students, and by this time, 15 weeks in, there is an 
average of 30 or so left. It’s a shame, because the 
toughest physical challenge of this phase is a mere 
14-mile run loaded up with equipment, and this is 
when the students get to “go hot” and use live 
ammunition. Asked if this has ever led to casual- 
ties, Greer replies in the negative, although three 
men have died in training since BUDS was founded, 
all from hypothermia or drowning. 

Those still standing after the 10 weeks in San 
Clemente are permitted to graduate, but it will be 
another year before they can pick up their Trident 
shield and become a certified Navy SEAL. They have 
to take further instruction in jump training, which 
is seen as a very tough, demanding course by the 

rest of the military. However, to someone who's. 
just come out of BUDS, it's a piece of cake. They do 
still have PT sessions, but will never have to cope 
with the extremes of pain, cold and mental stress 
that they endured in Hell Week. . . unless they get 
| captured by the enemy while on a mission.

He was pouring sweat from the 
weight of the currency: In under an hour, he 
transferred 2,700 pounds of money, total- 
ing $17 million, justa few dollars short of 
the biggest cash robbery in US history. He 
would have broken the record, but there just 
wasn’tany room left in the van. 

He steered the junker out of the lot, the 
shocks bottoming out from the weight 
inside, Pulling up ata red light, he watched a 
cop car roll out ofa Quick Martacross the 
intersection. The cash piled high against the 
back of his chair, a .45 on the passenger seat, 
Ghantt tried to light a cigarette and stay calm. But 
between the cop, his nerves and the weakness he 
felt from all that heavy lifting, his hands wouldn't 
work, “Ijust spit the cigarette across the van,” he 
says. The cop drove right past him. “It started 
dawning on me what I had done.” His simple yet 
unbelievably unprofessional heist was under way. 

Ghantt lived in the sticks of North Carolina ina 
double-wide trailer with his wife Tammy, an 
eighth-grade dropout. Their marriage wasin the 
crapper and he was hog-tied to a mounting credit- 
card debt, but he wasn'ta criminal and had never 
even been arrested. “I'ma redneck, but I gottoa 
point where I just didn’t wanna be around rednecks 
forever,” he says. So when an escape from his 
white-trash world presented itself, he accepted. 

The idea for the heist came from 27-year-old 
Kelly Campbell, a former colleague of Ghantt’s at 
Wells Fargo who had been fired a few years back. 
She approached Ghantt and asked if he'd be inter- 
ested in stealing the money. Although Ghantt 
didn’t know her well, he was impressed that she 
knew Steve Chambers—a one-time drug dealer 
who was also a fence for stolen 
goods anda “serious dude.” 

“He was supposed to be con- 
nected to the Chicago Mafia. He 
was supposed to be able to move 
money,” says Ghantt, who also 
thought Chambers knew “people” 
in Atlantic City. Ghantt believed all 
this because Campbell had told him 
so. She had also told Ghantt that in 
1995, Chambers had worked as an 
informant for the FBI and had 
tipped off agents toa similar Wells 
Fargo robbery plot. In spite of this, 
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Ghantt served in the military 





and even though he had never met Chambers, 
Ghantt still chose him as his partner—he wanted 
the cash. 

The plan itself could not have been simpler. 
Ghantt would steal the money, pass it offtto his two 
accomplices, flee to Mexico and wait for his share 
once everything had cooled down. With the first 
stage completed successfully, he pulled into the 
parking lot of Reynolds & Reynolds (an industrial 
warehouse about eight miles from Wells Fargo) and 
got out of the van, Immediately, Steve Chambers 
started transferring the money into his vehicle. 
Surprisingly, considering what was at stake, this

momentary meeting was the first time the two men 
had met.

The cash piled high against the 
back of his chair, a .45 on the passenger seat, 
Ghantt tried to light a cigarette and stay calm. But 
between the cop, his nerves and the weakness he 
felt from all that heavy lifting, his hands wouldn't 
work. “I just spit the cigarette across the van,” he 
says. The cop drove right past him, “It started 
dawning on me what had done.” His simple yet 
unbelievably unprofessional heist was under way. 

Ghantt lived in the sticks of North Carolina ina 
double-wide trailer with his wife Tammy, an 
eighth-grade dropout. Their marriage wasin the 
crapper and he was hog-tied toa mounting credit- 
card debt, but he wasn’ta criminaland had never 
even been arrested, “I'ma redneck, butI gottoa 
point where I just didn't wanna be around rednecks 
forever,” he says. So when an escape from his 
white-trash world presented itself, he accepted. 

The idea for the heist came from 27-year-old 
Kelly Campbell, a former colleague of Ghantt’s at 
Wells Fargo who had been fired a few years back. 
She approached Ghantt and asked if he'd be inter- 
ested in stealing the money. Although Ghantt 
didn’t know her well, he was impressed that she 
knew Steve Chambers—a one-time drug dealer 
who was also a fence for stolen 
goods and a “serious dude.” 

“He was supposed to be con- 
nected to the Chicago Mafia. He 
was supposed to be able to move 
money,” says Ghantt, who also 
thought Chambers knew “people” 
in Atlantic City. Ghantt believed all 
this because Campbell had told him 
so. She had also told Ghantt that in 
1995, Chambers had worked as an 
informant for the FBI and had 
tipped off agents to a similar Wells 
Fargo robbery plot. In spite of this, 
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and even though he had never met Chambers, 
Ghantt still chose him as his partner—he wanted 
the cash. 

The plan itself could not have been simpler. 
Ghantt would steal the money, pass it off to his two 
accomplices, flee to Mexico and wait for his share 
once everything had cooled down. With the first 
stage completed successfully, he pulled into the 
parking lot of Reynolds & Reynolds (an industrial 
warehouse about eight miles from Wells Fargo) and 
got out of the van. Immediately, Steve Chambers 
started transferring the money into his vehicle, 
Surprisingly, considering what was at stake, this

momentary meeting was the first time the two men 
had met.

$5 million or so. Meanwhile, Ghantt

“I've never had a vacation like that,” he 
says, “and I'lLnever have another one, I had more 
money to spend than I'd ever had in my life.” He 
found a favorite restaurant, Zandunga, that had a 
mariachi band and a veranda from which he could 
watch the sun set. He used his alias, and every time 
he walked through the door, the Zandunga staff 
called out: “Mr. Mike!” Itwas like an episode of 
Cheers. “You wake up,” he remembers, “and you go, 
‘What can I do today?’ Then you think a minute...

But Mexico exhausted Ghantt’s initialtakein 
just a few weeks. He needed more cash to stay 
afloat. He called Kelly Campbell back in Charlotte 
and requested a shipment of $50,000 for day-to- 
day expenses and a third-world plastic surgery 
procedure that would keep the FBI from ever recog- 
nizing him, She said she'd send the money. Before 
hanging up, Ghantt asked her how Steve Chambers 
was doing. “He bought a house,” Campbell said. 
Ghanttjust about ate the phone. He'd come upon a 
fissure in his plan: Back home, his two accomplices 
had poked their noses out of their trailer homes 
into a whole new world, and they were spending 
the money as fast as they could.

“But instead of being rich, I 
became famous. Being famous doesn’t pay shit.” 

Inthe end, however, getting busted did have 
one huge payoff for Ghantt. After being nabbed by 
the FBI, he learned how they had tapped Steve 
Chambers’s phone only a few days earlier. It wasn’t 
untilagents heard Chambers order McKinney to ice 
Ghantt that they closed in. Turns out McKinney, 
too, was a real genius. He'd been sneaking around 
Mexico under the alias of “Bruno.” And he was just 
hours away from strangling Ghantt with piano wire 
and dumping his bodyina lagoon.

Is it true you had an operation

I got called Big Nose because when I was in 
school, my teacher hit me in the face and broke 
my nose. It was very squashed. I’ve broken it 
three times now.

Killer Meteors that was just terrible, 
I'd rather forget that one. And I 
actually feel sorry for anyone who 
has sat through Jo Kill with Intrigue.

When we were young, Sammo Hung [star of TV's 
Martial Law] and I used to get in fights a lot. I 
remember two friends and I having a street fight 
with six guys and we beat them up really badly, 
but I had been stabbed in the thigh. And my 
hand had started to swell up really big— 
but I was scared to go to the hospital in case 
they realized I was the guy from the fight and 
arrested me. A piece of bone was sticking out 
from the back of my hand, so I tried to push it 
back in and wrapped a bandage around it. Afew 
days later, I tookit off because my hand smelled 
so bad. I found the white piece of bone and 
decided to pull it out. And you know what? It 
was a tooth. I calmed down a bit after that. 
Is it true that you have the world record for the 
most number of takes on a film set? 
Yes, in Dragon Lord. I had to kick a ping-pong- 
sized ball at a target two inches across, from 20 
feet away. Itisstillin the Guinness Book of World 
Records. Ittook more than 1,600 takes and two 
days to get a three-second shot. WhateverI do, 
Iwant everything to be real. 
In your new movie, The Accidental Spy, don’t 
you have your first nude scene? 
Yes, I filmed that in Turkey. I’m really excited 
about that one, I’m ina Turkish bath and the bad 


guys come to get me, The whole 
scene is me being chased naked, 
but you can’t see my important 
parts. I use all different objects to 
cover myself up, everything froma 
toweltoaladletoa dish, Itwasavery 
hard scene. And it’s not sexy. 

Are you going to do Rush Hour II? 
‘Yes. The director trusts me more now, 
so he will give me greater control, espe- 
cially over some ofthe stunts and fight scenes. 

In 1985, after you mentioned in an interview 

that you were getting married, didn’ta 

woman actually kill herself? 
Yes, a Japanese girl committed suicide by throw- 
ing herself under a train. Then someone came 
to my office, told everyone she was going to 
have my baby and drank a bottle of poison. 

Which Bruce Lee movies did you appear in? 
Iwas a stuntman in Fist of Fury and Enter the 
Dragon. In Fist of Fury, Bruce Lee kicks me 
through a wall. [had to take a drop of 20 feet 
onto concrete. It waslike being hit bya car, but 
I couldn't make any noise because then we 
would have to do the scene again. I went uncon- 
scious. When I woke up, Bruce Lee was stand- 
ing over me smiling. He said, “Good work—that’s 
a print!” Later on in 1972, in Enter the Dragon, 
Twas one of the guys Bruce had to fight with 
his nunchakus in the tunnels in Han's 
castle. Inthe rehearsals they told me that Bruce 
would hit me lightly with the nunchakus and 
that I should fall down while he posed for the 
camera, Unfortunately, as I ran toward him, he 
spun around and hit me straight in the face! 
Bruce spent the rest of the day apologizing to 
me and then made sure I stayed on set into the 
evening so I could earn overtime. I got $200. 
That was alot atthe time. 

Are American stuntmen wimps? 

No, the American stuntmen are smart, because 
they always think about safety. When they do 
a jump ina car, they calculate everything—the 
speed, the distance, It’s very good. But in 
Hong Kong, we don’t seem to know how to 
count. Everything we do is a guess. There is 
no math, All of my stuntmen have gotten hurt 
at some point. I say, “Do it! Rolling camera, 
action, jump!” Boom! Ambulance! Hospital! 
Next stuntman! 

You’ re 46 now. How much longer can your 

body take a beating? 

People say, “Wow, Jackie Chan, newaction star,” 
but I'mnotnew. I'mold. I’m anantique nowin 
my country. Iworry about ita lot. lask myself, 
“How long can you keep doing these kinds of 
crazy things?” And the answer is, "Not very 
long.” I don’t want to kill myself. And it only 
takes one miss for me to die.

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The New York Mets stumbled across a new recipe 
for success in the 80s: destroy planes, live like Motley 
Criie and show no mercy to defenseless animals 
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he Boeing 727 
carrying the 1986 
National League 
Champion New York 
Mets had barely 
risen above the tar- 
macat Houston's 
Hobby Field when 
the world’s wildest 
mid-air frat party 
was launched. 
Center fielder 
Lenny Dykstra 
popped opena 
Moét champagne 
bottle and ordered 
the team to begin a touch-football game in the 
aisles, One by one, with beers in hand, the players 
left their seats and began hauling up and down the 
plane, knocking whatever was in their way to the 
ground. As the game went on unchecked by the 
coaches, it wasn’t long before the first hamburger 
was thrown, By the time the plane had reached 
20,000 feet, a full-scale Animal 
House-like food fight was in 
progress, and there were still more 
than three hours left in the flight. 

The Mets had just completed a 
£ stunning 16-inning win overthe 

Astros in Game Six of the NL 
Championship Series and they 
were getting their party on, 
something for which they had 
become notorious, The Mets were 
already baseball's wildest team— 
= unrestrained, even in an age of 
excess—but the euphoria that 
followed the come-from-behind 
victory over Houston created a 
legend at 35,000 feet. 

“The drinking on that flight, 

2 itwas incredible,” says Dwight 
“Doc” Gooden, looking back 14 
years later, According to Gooden, 
while the beers went down fast. 
and furious, seatbacks were 
ripped from their holsters to be 
used as shields from flying pieces 
of chicken and beef. Players’ 
wives and girlfriends were being 
swapped in kissing and groping sessions, even 
“ticking the beer right off our chests,” says one 
Met, who nowis clearly not proud of what 
occurred on that flight. 

Midway through the flight, the lavatory door 
accidentally swung open, revealing one of the 
club’s top veterans with his head buried ina 
mound of cocaine. “That's when it crossed the 
line,” says one Mets elder, also too embarrassed 
even after all this time to reveal his name. “We all 
turned away and pretended it didn’t happen. It 
was like, ‘Whoa, we didn't see that!” 

No one reported the incident to club officials, 
but somehow they found out and it wasn’t long 
before the player was traded. In the meantime, as 
the Mets readied for their World Series appear- 
ance against the Boston Red Sox, the team 
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received a letter from Continental Airlines 
demanding $10,000 for damages to its aircraft. 
General manager Frank Cashen handed the let- 
ter to manager Davey Johnson and said, “Do some- 
thing about this.” The implication was, of course, 
that it was the players’ responsibility to pay. John- 
son assembled his Mets in the middle of the club- 
house and read the letter word for word, including 
the request for payment. The manager then looked 
up and said, “Fuck ’em, Let them pay. If it wasn’t 
for us, there wouldn't be any World Series!” 
Johnson ceremoniously tore up the letter and let 
the pieces drop. Too arrogant to fail, the Mets went 
on to beat the Red Sox in the World Series that year, 
“It was so different back then, the way players 
acted, the way the flights were,” says Gooden, 


who's now in his 15th year in the majors and in his 
| second tour of duty with the New York Yankees,

of partying on the ‘86 team, agrees. “I 
see guys who think they're wild now,” he 
says, “and I’m thinking, ‘You have no idea 
what it used to be like. There were women 
everywhere,’ This was before players were 
worried about lawsuits and stuff.” 

Almost all of them were trouble. Gooden, who 
the year before was celebrated when at 19 he 
became the youngest pitcher ever to win the Cy 
Young Award, was typical of most of the Mets. He 
missed the World Series victory parade along Man- 
hattan’s Canyon of Heroes because he was too hung 
over from the night before. But even the Mets’ most 
law-abiding citizens had their moments. Rick 
Aguilera and Tim Teufel were arrested outside a 
Houston bar during the summer of 86 and charged 
with assaulting an off-duty police officer.

The Mets won more games 
than any major league team 
from ‘85 to ‘89, and they 
also led the majors in off- 
the-field partying and 
controversy, “What- 
ever town we went to 
onthe road, we

actually playing,” Gooden says. 
“There's no question we letit get out of hand.” 
Maybe that's why, for all their talent, the Mets 









| won only that one World Series and never even won 


a second pennant in those years. “We had the atti- 
tude of, ‘If we don’t get it this year, there’s always 
next year,” Magadan says. “We never understood 
how few chances you get in your career. Even now, 
in team meetings when we talk about underachiev- 
ing clubs, the ‘86 Mets are the example everyone 
brings up. We wasted so much talent.” 

Two main reasons for this underachieving were 


alcoholand drugs. It was a pretty simple equa- 


tion: Cocaine and booze after the game to cele- 












brate; ampheta- 
mines before the 
next game to sharpen the hand-eye coordination. 
Gooden estimates that “about 18” of the 25 
players were into coke, and of that group, “about 
six to eight” had serious addiction problems. He 
was one of them, of course, having served two 
drug-related suspensions since 1986, as has Darryl 
Strawberry. Along with booze and “beans”— 
the most common nickname for amphetamines— 
the Mets sailed through the ‘80s ona river of 
cocaine. And, of course, there was plenty of sex. 
Major league baseball players have long been 
an aphrodisiac for many women around the coun- 
try, but sleeping with a New York Met in the ’80s 
was like being with a member of Led Zeppelin. 
Once, when the Mets were playing in San Diego, 
Kevin Elster, who with his Ivy League looks and 
ultra-hip persona was the Mets resident woman 
magnet, was in the dugout when he spied a local 
beauty in the stands. He promptly sent a batboy 
up to see what her deal was. It turned out she was 
a girlfriend of one of the Padres, but she still 
wanted to meet Elster. During the third inning, she 
was hurried into the Mets lounge to rendezvous 
with Elster, where they quickly got down to busi- 
ness, By the seventh-inning stretch, Elster was 
back on the Mets bench, none the worse for wear. 





In New York on another occasion, pitcher 
David Cone (already under investigation fora 
previous sex scandal that involved accusations 
of rape and group sex) was said to have exposed 
himself to a group of women in the Mets’ bullpen 
and masturbated in front of them. The story made 
the front page of the New York Post, and the Mets’ 
front office was furious and embarrassed. 

Beyond even the boozing, sex and drugs, were 
some pretty bizarre goings on. There's one dayin 
particular that stands outin 
Gooden’s mind, when he deci 
ed to pay an unannounced visit 
to his friend, teammate and 
neighbor, Kevin Mitchell. 
Gooden had enormous profes- 
sional respect for Mitchell, a 
rookie outfielder, but he also 
harbored a certain fear of 
him. Mitchell, who had grown 
upin the roughest neighbor- 
hoods in San Diego, claimed 
to have been a gang mem- 
ber and even hinted at 
having killed someonein 
a brawl. “Iwasn’t sure if 
Mitch was telling the truth, 
butI knew better than to [>i 
ever get him mad,” 
Gooden says. 

Unfortunately for 
Gooden, however, he 
picked the wrong day to be a good neighbor. He 
walked into Mitchell’s condo only to find him in the 
middle of a terrible dispute with his girlfriend. 
Mitchell was holding a 12-inch knifein his hand and 
waving it menacingly at the girl. Gooden says he 
knew there was going to be trouble “when Istarted 
backing out toward the door and said, ‘Hey, uh, 
Mitch, I better be going,’ and Kevin wheeled 
around and said, ‘Sitthe fuck down, 

You're not going anywhere!’ 

Mitchell didn’t stop there. Knife still 
in hand, he ordered Gooden to barri- 
cade the front door, convinced there 
were police sharpshooter positioned 
nearby. Gooden had no choice but to 
comply—first a sofa, then two chairs on 
top of it. Finally, the shades were pulled 
down. Gooden remembers the conversa- 
tion that followed as if it were yesterday. 

“Mitch, it’s OK. There’s no one out there.” 

“You calling mea liar, motherfucker?” 
Mitchell said, staring so hotly at Gooden 
that the pitcher was forced to look away. = 

Not even Mitchell's girlfriend could -_ 
reason with the angry Met. She said, “Kevin, 
leave him alone. He’s your friend,” 

With that, Mitchell's rage went to another level. 
Atthat very moment, his girlfriend's cat had the 
misfortune to walk in front of Mitchell, giving hima 
chance to make his point. With a quick, scooping 
motion, Mitchell grabbed the cat off the ground 
and pulled its head back, exposing its neck. 

“You think I’m kidding when I say don’t ever 
fuck with me?” Mitchell shouted. Before she could 
answer, Mitchell took the knife to her cat and cut 













its head clean off. Gooden remembers that ittook a 
moment for the image to register in his brain. He 
could see the blood pouring out of the bottom of 
the head, anda few feet away, the body still twitch- 
ing. The woman was now screaming uncontrollably. 
Gooden was unable to open his mouth. 

“You just sit right there and don't move,” 
Mitchell said, pointing to the couch. That's where 
Gooden and the woman remained as Mitchell hun- 
kered down across the room, staring at them. The 
standoff lasted for two awful hours, not a word 

uttered by anyone, untilthe 

dark cloud finally passed. Then, 
| Mitchell smiled at Gooden and 
| said, “You can go now.” 
The next day at Shea 
| Stadium, Gooden says he 
| approached Mitchell and asked, 
| “You feeling OK today?” 

Looking straight ahead, the 
outfielder said, “Yesterday never 
happened.” 

Doc wasn’t the only player to 
feel and experience Mitchell's 
wrath. During one spring training 
| basketball game among a bunch of 
| Mets, heand Strawberry had an

Later that summer, the Mets and Pirates were 
involved in an on-field brawl—which, like most 
baseball fights, was barely more than pushing and 
shoving and tough-guy 





posturing. However, at the fringe of the altercation 
was Mitchell, who had overpowered Pittsburgh's 
Sammy Khalifa and put him in a chokehold. 

“L realized Khalifa’s eyes were rolling back in 
his head,” Gooden says, “and that Kevin wasn’t 
stopping. He was murdering the guy right on the 
field. A bunch of us had to rush over and pull 
Mitch off him before he died.” 

Magadan remembers Mitchellas being almost 
schizophrenic. “It’s not like Mitch was a crazy man 
all the time,” Magadan says. “In fact, Inever saw 
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him lose his temper. If he liked you, he was the 
sweetest guy and a loyal friend. But ifhe had a 
problem with you, you just knew he could back up 
what he said. A lot of guys talk about kicking other 
guys’ asses. Kevin would just doit.” 

The Mets’ owners wanted to protect Gooden 
and Strawberry, the organization's crown jewels, 
from Mitchell’s inner demons, so he was traded 
after the ’86 season. Still, within months of 
Mitchell's trade to the Padres for Kevin McRey- 
nolds, Gooden tested positive for cocaine. 

“That was a terrible setback to all of us, not 
just professionally, but personally,” third base- 
man Ray Knight says. “If you'd told me that Doc 
had been using drugs [before 1987], Iwouldn’t 
have believed it. He was the nicest quy, and never 
showed any signs of being in trouble.” 

Gooden spent April of 1987 in the Smithers 
Institute for Rehabilitation in Manhattan, learn- 
ing the rules of coping with addiction. Obviously, 
the first was to give up drinking, but almost imme- 
diately upon his reinstatement, Gooden was back 
to boozing with the Mets. 

“Iguess I wanted to prove that I could handle 
it,” he says. “Everyone on the team was 
drinking, and I didn’t want to feel 
different. Ithought I was tough 
enough to be able to still drink, 
as wrong as that was,” 

Gooden was rightabout the 
culture of alcohol on the Mets. 
Pitcher Ron Darling said he didn’t 
trustany teammate “who didn’t 
drink beer.” Even manager Davey 
Johnson kept a supply of vodka in 
his office fridge. But more than any- 
thing else, it was the charter flights that 
functioned asa social measuring stick for 
the Mets, The manager and coaches sat in 
first class. The rookies and non-drinkers—Tim 
Teufel, Mookie Wilson, Gary Carter, for example— 
satin the front of coach. The hard partiers, such as 
Strawberry, Gooden, Darling, Elster, Keith Hernan- 
dezand Bobby Ojeda, gathered at the back. 

Some of the Mets floated happily through the 
alcohol haze. McReynolds routinely cleaned out 
Dykstra in marathon card games, and collected the 
money owed to him by forcing the little center 
fielder to turn over a nice chunk of his $80,000 
post-season check after the ’88 season. 

Others had a mean streak that bubbled close 
to the surface after a few beers. There was noth- 
ing Strawberry liked more than to pick on those 
of his teammates who followed the straight and 
narrow, just to see how far he could push them. 

Gary Carter, a born-again Christian, wasa 
favorite target. The catcher remembers those days 
well. “I took a tremendous amount of abuse from 
Darryl,” Carter says, “mostly for the way! lived my | 
life. He'd havea few beers, and by the time we 
reached our destination, he was pretty smashed. 

“Then he'd start on me, saying, ‘Kid, you don’t 
ever go out. You don’t do anything with your life, do 
you?’ Iwanted to shut him up because he was so 
obnoxious, so abusive. Butit wasn’t really worth it. 
For one thing, I really felt sorry for Darryl more than 
anything else. And let’s be honest; he was six-six, 
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carved out of stone. If he wanted 
to, he could’ve killed a man.” 

Strawberry even took on 
Johnson. “I'd hear Darryl 
getting on me for not hitti 
him cleanup or for not using 
Mookie instead of Lenny,” 
the ex-manager recalls. “I 
pretended not to hear him. 
“The truthis, ifI’d goneto 
the back of the plane, I'm 
sure I would've fought him 
and I might've killed him. 
That's how angry Iwas at 
times. But I let it go 
because I had no doubt 
there would've been an incident and it 
would’ve ended up on the back page of the Daily 
News or the Post. Darryl was a sensitive guy, and 
I’m not sure he would've benefited from the 
negative publicity.” 

Finally, one Met did rebel—and it shocked 
everyone. Tim Teufel, the second baseman who'd 
been acquired from Minnesota after the 85 sea- 
son, was a well-liked guy; but, like Carter, 
hewas married anda Christian, 
which, to Strawberry, was like 
wearing a bull’s-eye, 

Tt fact, it was Strawberry who 
gave Teufel the nickname 
Richard, asin Richard Head, 
which, after enough beer in 
Darryl’s system, became Dick 
Head, The players remem- 
ber the taunting on the 
* charter flights going some- 
thing like this: “Hey, Richard. ... 
Hey, Richard Head. ... Come on, I 
know you can hearme..... Hey, 
Dick. ... Hey, Dick Head!” 

This went on for months, 
and not once did Teufel 
respond. He'd just stare 
straight ahead, several 
rows in front with the 
more civilized Mets, wait- 
ing for the storm to pass. 

Finally, aftera one- 
run loss in which a pop 
fly landed between Teufel 
and Strawberry—angering 
both men, since each one thought 
the other should’ve caught it— 
tempers finally exploded. 

Strawberry once again called 
Teufel a dickhead, but forthe 
ever-forgiving second baseman, 
this time it was too much. Teufel 
stood up, turned around and 
challenged Strawberry. 

“T'm sick of your crap!” Teufel 
shouted. “I don’t care how big you 
are. I'll fightyou right here. Let’s go.” 
To everyone's amazement, Teufel 
walked down the plane’s aisle 
toward Strawberry, although he 
must've known his chances of sur- 













































vivinga fight with 
the bigger and 
stronger Straw- 
berry were minimal. 
; Luckily it never 
came to that, as sev- 
eral Mets intercepted 

Teufel. But everyone 

saw a change from 

that day on, as Straw- 

berry not only stopped 
taunting the infielder 
but actually became 
friendly with him. 

Still, it was another 
sign that things were not 
as they should be, andas 

the years passed, the Mets’ 
unity continued to unravel. The final act occurred 
in spring training in 1989, when Strawberry went 
after Hernandez in full view of the press as the 
Mets were having their team picture taken. 

It happened because Strawberry, arguably the 
best player on the Mets and in the National League, 
learned that Hernandez, the Mets’ captain, had 
been campaigning against him. The previous 
September, Hernandez was telling the baseball 
beat writers who vote for the leaque’s Most Valuable 
Player Award that McReynolds deserved to win it 
instead of Strawberry. Even with all of Hernandez’s 
malicious campaigning, the writers wound up 
giving the award to Kirk Gibson of the Los Angeles 

Dodgers, but that didn’t ease the anger 
Darryl felt when he was told of Hernan- 
dez’s scheme by one of the writers that 
spring morning in '89. As the team gath- 
ered for the picture—the photographer 
placing Hernandez and Strawberry next to 
each other in the back row—the session 
was interrupted by shouting in the back that 
ended with Strawberry throwing a punch 
that glanced off Hernandez’ face. The 
players were separated, but it became 
clear that management had decided 
this Mets team was more trouble than 
itwas worth, and the party was soon 
over for good. In mid-’89, Dykstra was 
traded to the Philadelphia Phillies. 
The next year, Carter went to the San 
Francisco Giants and Hernandez to 
the Cleveland Indians. In ‘91, 
Strawberry joined the Dodgers. 
Today, the clubhouse is a corpo- 
rate conference room and players 
are businessmen first, then enter- 
tainers, and athletes last. Players 
who want to go out and party 
quickly find that they're unable to 
keep up on the field with their 
more serious teammates. In addi- 
tion, teams are much more savvy about 

the effects that negative publicity concern- 
ing their players can have on the bottom 
line. That's not to say that the Mets of the 
“80s wouldn't have enjoyed the same kind of 
success today, it’s just that they wouldn’t 
have had as much fun doing it. 
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THEY NOW? 


For all of their talent, the 80s Mets won just one World Series. That was in 1986, when Bill Buckner of the 
Boston Red Sox did his infamous impression of a croquet wicket, rescuing the Mets from certain defeat.

THE VISION 

Now that you've gota winning idea, decide what 
kind of movie you want to make. Say it’s the story 
of a handicapped horse overcoming adversity; you 
must decide how you are going to treat it. Willit be 
a comedy, a drama, a tragedy, a “dramedy,” boy 
against world or a gang story? This will be the fun- 
damental “hook” of your story. Where will you set 
the film and in what era? All of these considera- 
tions will affect how you write your dialogue and 
the form your script will take. 

Essential advice: You must be 100 percent clear in 
your vision in order to communicate it to dozens of 
people, from actors to crew to financiers. If you 
don’t fully understand it, they never will. 


THESCRIPT 
“Your story should have a beginning, a middle and 
an end,” says Pat Healy, a former development 
executive for the Farrelly brothers, who now writes 
his own scripts. In the first act, you need to intro- 
duce your characters and set up the plot. In the 
second act, which is where the bulk of the action 
= happens, you must establish the conflict. And by 
= thethird act, you need to start winding everything 
up and work toward some kind of resolution. In 
terms of pages, one page of script is equal to one 
minute of screen time. So your script should be 90 
to 120 pages. And if you get stuck, or if your script 
absolutely sucks, there are companies out there 
who can help you. Check out Script Scene at 
www.scriptscene.com (or call 310-573-9020). 
Former agent Paul Small will evaluate your script 
with story notes (two-page synopsis, four to six 
pages of story notes) for $200. 
Essential advice: “It’s important to write some- 
thing that’s small, manageable and within the 
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bounds of your skills and 
resources,” says Greg Harrison. 

| Think of stories that can be told in 
one place. Harrison, writer 

and director of Groove, a os 
movie about the San 
Francisco rave scene, set 
his film almost entirelyina 
warehouse. They spent three out of four weeks 
shooting in one locale. 


THEPITCH 

Once you've written your amazing script, it’s time to 
get out there and pound the pavement to see if 
somebody wants to make your movie. Unless you 
plan on financing the whole thing yourself, the 
pitch is make-or-break time for your film. You'll be 
going to independent producers, investors and 
development executives at small production com- 
panies. Each of these people will want something 
different and you'll need to be able to deliver the 
goods on the spot. Brevity is key, and most times 
the producer will decide within the first five min- 
utes if he’s interested in your project. “Ifa new 
writer comes into pitch me something and has 
never written anything before, that idea must beas 
unique and well thought out as any idea I've ever 
heard in my entire life,” says Adam Goodman, a 
development executive at Dreamworks. And if you 
are going to financiers, make sure you havea clear, 
well thought out business plan. It may sound obvi- 
ous, but dress up, havea package they can look at 
and show them the completed script. And be ready 
to do it anywhere. Desperate filmmakers have been 
known to chase down producersin the parking lot 
ofa grocery store, shovea scriptin their hands and 
deliver a 30-second “elevator pitch” that conveys 
the meaning of their film before Mr. Producer can 
pack his Mercedes. You must be insistent, bold and 
| confident without sounding likea creepy stalker. 





And try to master their lingo. If you can think of 

existing movies to compare your project to, even 

better: “It’s Citizen Kane meets Die Hard: it’s Big 

Momma's House meets Fried Green Tomatoes.” 

Essential advice: When writing down your pitch, 

make sure it can be done in two lines, with a memo- 
rable catch phrase. 


FINANCE 
The actual development and production of your 
movie will be gravy compared to the groveling and 
boot-licking you'll have to endure just to get mea- 
ger financing for your film, Have a business plan: It 
will be the most important document you write, 
after your script. Inside, detail exactly how much 
everything is going to cost, broken down shot by 
shot. Also, you need to estimate your expenses. 
How much willall the film stock cost? How 
much will editing cost? The more 
detailed you can be, the more confi- 
dent investors will be in your film. 
Dot-com money: Even though the dot- 
com sector isn’t as robust as it once 
was, there's stilla Lot of money 
floating around out there for the 
taking. Dot-commers are willing to 
do anything to prove they're still 
alterna-artists, and that includes 
writing big, fat checks, Danielle 
Renfrew, the producer on Groove, 
mined the rave/dot-com scene 
for cash to help finance the 
film. “We tried to think of 
those ravers that had 
money,” says Renfrew. 
“There were tremendous 
parallels between the nerd Internet world in San 
Francisco and the rave scene, so we were able to 
tap into this tremendous pool of new money.” 
Have a name attached to your project: Attracting 
money from investorsis often easier when there is 
a recognizable name attached to a project. Arty 
Nelson's $100,000 Down with the Joneses, a digital 
film about a couple who holds their best friends 
hostage, started to attract funding after Joshua 
Leonard (The Blair Witch Project) signed on to play 
the male lead. “He was cast before Blair Witch got 
huge, so when the movie hit, suddenly everybody 
wanted to be in business with us,” says Nelson. 
Nonprofit organizations: Many nonprofit organi- 
zations, especially in the arts, have grants for

Film purists will talk endlessly about the benefits 
of celluloid film, But they are snobs. Celluloid film 
is ridiculously expensive. To make a 20-minute 
short on 16mm film, you'll need a dozen 400-foot 
reels at $150 each. Toss in processing fees at about 
$20 per reel, a week in an editing office at $200 
per hour, plus another day ina sound lab and the 
cost ofa final print, and you're going to have to 
shell out $40,000 before you even pay the cast and 
| crew. Simon Assaad produced his first film, Close- 
up, a political thriller about a wrongly accused man | 
put on trial by the media, for $200,000. 
Unfortunately, because the cost of develop- 
ing his film reached beyond what he had 
budgeted, it got held for six months at 
the lab untilhe could pay offthe differ- 
ence. This mistake is quite common. 
If you blow your entire wad on film 
and have nothing for processing, 
itwillsit, likeyourcarinarepo FF 
center, until you can pay it off. 
It's not uncommon for film to sit for two 
years or more. There are ways around this 
though. Mutterperlused whatisknownin 
the industry as re-canned film. On big 
budget movies, film might be loaded into 
a camera but never used. It’s then put 
backin a canister and sold in scraps. 
“Twould literally buy my film in chunks. 
Thad a few hundred feet of film left over 
froma Spike Lee movie,” he says. (Contact 
SHORTenz at www.shortenz.com.) 
But you can avoid all the film 
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your movie has to be on film. Instead, 
consider digital video (The Blair Witch 
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ense if you fthe idea that FE Moe aed 
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Project). For $10, you can buy a single two-hour 
cassette that can be used over and over again. A 
top-of-the-line camera, say a Sony VX-1000 or the 
popular Canon XL-1, can be procured for $4,000. 
There are no processing fees, and you can edit at 
home on a $700 software package such as Adobe 
Premiere or Final Cut Pro. 

Essential advice: Equipment rentalis much 
cheaper on the weekends than on weekdays. 


You'lLneed meticulous pre-planning, also known 
as pre-production. If you spend every minute 
wisely, you can save a lot of time and money dur- 
ing the actual shoot, That means having all your 
locations properly scouted (if there’s more than 
one), and the script should be broken down shot 
by shot so you know exactly what you need. To 
save film and editing costs, Chip Van Mayhugh, 
director of the $8,000 Sticky Fingerz, about gang- 
sters who get into a fight with a Freddy Krueger- 
type character, recommends shooting 
everything in “master scene,” meaning 
everything is shot in one take, “Otherwise 
% you waste a lot of film doing close-ups, 
\cut-aways and over-the-shoulder 
\ shots. Ifyou just have one 
three-minute take, you only 
", need two edits, one inthe 
beginning of the shot and 
one atthe end,” 

To wade through the chaos, Harrison 
urges that an AD (assistant director) is 
indispensable for your shoot, “You need 
somebody you can entrust to manage the 
B war thatis independent filmmaking.” 
They're the ones who get to play bad cop, 
making sure everything happens on time, 
moving around extras, making the sched- 
ule, And it willallow you the time to con- 
centrate solely on the film. When using 
the camera, Mutterperl recommends 
slight improvisation to achieve fancy 
Hollywood shots. “Ifyou want a crane 
shot, finda landscaper and stip him $50 
to $100 to use his tree-trimmer. You'll 


have a crane shot basically for free.” When it comes 
time to edit, Van Mayhugh recommends using edit- 
ing suites at off-hours. “We go in from midnight to 
8a.m., and the owner of the production house gives 
usa substantial discount.” If you try to rent one at 
peak hours, you might spend upward of $800 day. 
Essential advice: Don’t even think about skimping 
on the catering. A well-fed crew will work harder 
and longer than one that’s hungry and pissed off. 


“Tt’s all about trying to create an awareness for 
your work and howit fits into the marketplace,” 
says Lance Weiler, director of the $900 The Last 
Broadcast (about a film crew that gets murdered 
in the Pine Barrens of New Jersey). Meaning, you 
want that much-coveted buzz. Start by putting 
together a press kit that you mail out to maga- 
zines and newspapers with stills from the movie, 
cast and crew biographies, and some type of 
interesting, Kevin Smith-esque “I financed my 
movie by donating bone marrow” sob story. Use 
the Internet as much as you can as well. The Blair 
Witch Project (www.blairwitch.com) wouldn’t 
have been nearly as huge, or possibly seen atall, 
ifit hadn’t created fake police reports on its Web 
site in conjunction with missing-person posters 
hung all over college campuses. The ploy worked, 
and the Web site logged 65 million hits. 
Essential advice: Kaufman suggests using local 
TV networks. “They'll bend over backward for you, 
considering Hollywood usually won’t give them 
the time of day.” Rent out your local theater fora 
premiere. Have the cast show up and call the local 
Fox affiliate. You'll be surprised by the outcome. 
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| movie for $3.5 million. That's the dream 
scenario. Unfortunately, your chances of being 
selected for one of these festivals is about as 
good as you getting into indie-queen Parker 
Posey’s pants. The truth is, “very few of those 
entries are unsolicited,” says Weiler. They have 
advisers who recommend movies, and unless you 
were able to generate a lot of buzz around your 
film, forget about it. Consider instead what Weiler 
did, He self-distributed his film through his Web 
site at www.lastbroadcast.com and to date has 
sold more than 35,000 VHS tapes and 20,000 
DVDs. He also arranged his own deal with HBO to 
air the film and signed an exclusive video- 
rental deal with Hollywood Video. Weiler 
sxe ¢ believes this DIY approach is the future of 
independent distribution.

The 
rest, however, pay 
their dues at some

for the climb. In the past, this education has 
been picked up at ferociously bitchy art colleges, 
from the grim slog of “the road,” through the 
harsh regime of “the street” and via the misery of 
poverty.

When you guys dream up sketches for SNL, how 

often does a bong factor into the equation? 
Iwould say 47, maybe 90 percent of the time. 
But for the most part we're an extremely tame 
group. It's not anything like you'd expect. You 
would think a comedy show would be the silli- 
est place, but it’s not really, There are certain 
people at the show who don’tlike silliness at all 
and refer to it as “gay.” Whenever mess around, 
people say, “Oh, is that fun?" like I'ma child. I 
think they're jealous, 

Saturday Night Live parties must be crap then. 
An SNL party is a misnomer. It’s not really a 
party, just a table reserved at a restaurant and 
you have to pay for everything, You would think 
if you were cast ona television show, you would 
get some sort of elevated status, but not on our 
show, Only every now and then, like two or three 
times a year, it will be what 
you'd expect. 

Have you witnessed any wild 

acts at one of those parties? 
Thewildest thing I've ever seen 
was at our Christmas party, It 
was bigger and there was a 
dance floor, but we still had to 
pay for it, Anyway, Courtney 
Loveand...I don’t knowwho 
the guy was, some member of 
some band, were almost having 
sex ona table, I kept trying to 
get her autograph while they 
were going atit, but she just 
ignored me. 

Have you ever gotten any? 

I got to kiss Elle Macpherson once backstage. 
It was very bizarre. We were about to walk into 
asketch during the middle of the show and I'm 
like, “Things are going great. You're doing 
good.” Then all of a sudden we kissed for no 
reason, There wasn't tongue, itwas more likea 
hello kiss, but it was full on the lips. Then she 
and Norm Macdonald sort of started hanging 
out—serious getting-together. 

Norm Macdonald and Elle Macpherson—are 

you serious? 

Absolutely. Every now and then the funny guy 
gets the girl. I didn’t think so in high school, 
but it happens, 

In your new movie Ladies Man, Tiffani-Amber 

Thiessen plays your wife. Any luck there? 

Just good hugs, loads of good hugs. Jennifer 
Love Hewitt too—good hugger. Britney Spears, 
maybe, but for some reason, I didn’t get a hug 
when she was on. I think there was a line. 

You do an excellent Saddam Hussein imperson- 

ation. Do you feela special bond with him? 
Normally, I put no preparation into any of my 
portrayals—Kaczynskil saw once on TV, got the 
hair right and I had the character. But Saddam 
was a little different. I probably shouldn't tell 
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you this, but I'll go and hang with him during 
the summer. He's a big speedboat guy and so 
am 1, We take his boat up and down the Gulf. He's 
funny, Maniacal, but sort of a wacky maniacal. 
Aside from Saddam, have you met any of the 
people you do, like Al Gore or Janet Reno? 
No, but three or four writers on the show are 
from the Harvard Lampoon, so they invited me 
up to Harvard as an honorary member. There's 
this little bit I do around the office—it makes 
no sense—but I play this old man who pretends 
todo alittle soft-shoe... alittle tap-dance 
number. After doing it for an insanely long 
amount of time, while people are going, “What's 
the point of this? This isn’t funny,” I'llgrab the 
nearest phallic-looking thing and pretend to 
masturbate and cry, Well, I did it at Harvard for 
allthese coeds, People assumed I was gonna be 
funny, sono one knew what to do. I 
was told later that Al Gore's daugh- 
ter was one of the women in the 
group—she was probably turned on, 
‘That's the closest I've come, 
You do an excellent Harry Caray, 
Is it good or bad when one of 
your characters dies? 
That's bad. We did one sketch after 
he died, I just kept saying things 
like, “Hey, I'm dead. Who cares?” but 
it didn’t play as well as it did 
in the past, And it freaked Lorne 
Michaels out; it was somehow 
against his rules, He'll start with, 
“You can't do that because...” and 
then just wander off on a tangent. 
No one ever knows what he’s talking about. One 
rule for example; America loves name brands 
and SNL is the name brand of American come- 
dy. He compares it to a Snickers bar. Like when 
you bite into it, you know what to expect. There 
are peanuts in there, and there's caramel. So 
whenever we bring up anything about chang- 
ing the format of the show, like let’s not have a 
monologue, he'll go, “No, no, no, SNL is like a 
Snickers bar, You tune in and you know there's 
gonna be the cold opening at the beginning, 
Then there's the monologue and a big com- 
mercial,” He's got tons of rules, comedy rules 
which, frankly, just get in the way. 
But Almond Joy’s got nuts, Mounds don’t. 
They're both good. 
Exactly. Like with the audience, I don’t see why 
they have to only laugh. It’s live TV, they 
should heckle more. I'd like to take this oppor- 
tunity to encourage the audience to be crazier 
and shout things. 
Who was the worst guest of all time? 
The one person who everybody shudders at is 
Chevy Chase. He was nothing but nice to me, 
but he was mean and bombastic to everyone 
else. I remember we were rehearsing and he 


slapped Cheri Oteri in the back ofthe head, then 
heacted like it was nothing. Also, I kept seeing 
him shouting at people, really shouting, stuff 
like that, then he'd pretend he was joking, 

What about that slob Gary Busey? 

He's just like a live wire. At the reunion, he 
charged the cameras and wouldn't sit down. 
Then later that night, he cornered Chris Kattan 
and me. He started off by saying how amazing 
ANight At the Roxbury was; it’s not an amazing 
movie and we all know that, It’s not even near 
un-amazing. Then he starts talking about find- 
ing Jesus, and he kept saying I should get my 
own Web site, over and overagain. Idon’t now 
what's with that quy. 

What was the deal with A Night at the Roxbury? 
Amy Heckerling, who directed Clueless and Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High, called and said she 
wanted to make the sketch into a movie, It was 
strange, like Scorsese deciding he'd like to 
make Toonces the Driving Cat into a film, At 
first we were all going, "Yeah, I think this will 
work," but by the end we were just trying to 
figure out why we'd done it. 

Is it true Chris Farley used to dance naked at 

staff meetings? 

I don't know, I came on after he left. My first 
encounter with him was on the phone. 
Apparently, when he left the show, it was such 
apart of his bloodstream that, no matter where 
he was or what he was doing, he would always 
watch, One day my phone rang and it was 
him, He said he was a fan and gave me some 
pointers. Later, when I met him, he didn’t 
remember any of it. Too drunk or stoned, I 
guess. He was like, "Did I say anything bad?” 
He was just a super nice guy. But then he came 
and hosted the year he died. They shouldn't 
have let him do it. 

Was the fat guy hard to work with? 

He was just out of control. They hired a securi- 
ty guard to keep him away from booze and 
stuff, and it didn’t work, [just felt bad for him. 
He was a time bomb, There was a moment the 
night before the show when we wondered if 
we should go ahead with it. The brain trust 
made the decision that if you take this away 
from him, it will only send him in deeper. But 
he had already been to rehab so many times, I 
think it would have been the one thing that 
might have been embarrassing enough to save 
him. They should have canceled the show. 

Has anyone else ever been that juiced up 

before going on? 

Not while I've been there. Christopher Walken 
gets into his cupsalittle bit, butit wasn’t any- 
thing unbearable. No one’s ever thrown up 
before a sketch—except for myself, of course.

Why do we even have armpits? 
Well, your armpit is the crease 
beneath your arm, so ifyou 
didn’t have them, that'd mean 
you didn’t have arms. Some 
lymph nodes and important 
sweat glands are in there too.

Sweat allows you to regulate 
your body temperature. It cov- 
ers your body with a thin layer 
of moisture, and when it 
evaporates, it causes 
cooling. When your 
sweat glands don’t 
work correctly, you're 
susceptible to heat 
stroke and death. 
Why does sweat 
smell bad? 

Most sweat is hypotonic, mean- 
ing it’s less concentrated with 
solutes and salts than the rest of 
your body. It's pretty much 
drinkable. When sweat first 
appears on the skin, it’s odor- 
less, But bacteria on the skin's 
surface use the sweat to grow.

Shaving might give the impression of 
Al dryer armpits, but it has no effect on 
how much you sweat. Some people 
just perspire more than others. Some women 
say they “glow” instead of sweat, but the truth 
is that they sweat just as much as men once 
you've adjusted for the differences in body mass 
and fat. Switch to a stronger antiperspirant, 
and ifthat doesn’t work, it’s possible youre 
part of a small percentage of people—about one 
percent—whose sweating mechanism works 
excessively, a condition called hyperhydrosis. 
Some people with hyperhydrosis have a medical 
condition that needs to be treated, butin most 
cases, no underlying cause can be found. (MD)

Thave always been very sweaty, and the 
other day my friend told me there's a 

new treatment to have your sweat 
glands removed by laser treatment. If this is 
true, how much doesit cost? Iam fed up with 
having sweat patches on my clothes.

Sweatiness can be a very distressing prob- 
Al lem and it’s difficult to treat. Laser treat- 

ments a relatively new form of surgery in 
which energy is selectively transmitted into target 
tissues—blood vessels, brown spots, hair follicles 
and so on. This energy is converted to heat that 
damages the target tissue while usually sparing the 
surrounding tissue. However, attempts at damaging 
sweat glands with any of the lasersystems being 
used today is unlikely to produce positive effects, 
and it may result in significant scarrin 

Some people who suffer from sweatiness benefit 

{from an operation called a sympathectomy, in 
which the nerve fibers that stimulate sweat secre- 
tion are interrupted. And there have been promising 
reports on the use of botulism toxin (Botox) injec- 
tions for excessive sweating of the hands, feet and 
armpits. Unfortunately, the results only last for six 
to 12 months, and the cost is quite expensive. (MD)

They 
had reconstructed my face, but 
then they had to fix my chest, 
because I had over a thousand 
stitches between my head and 
chest. I died on the table again 
that second time, and the figure 
came again. I said toit, “I really 
don’t know what you're saying.” 





And it said, “In due time you'll 
realize what your purpose in life 
is, but only you can find it.” 
What was your recovery like? 
Iwas in the hospital from March 
to May, and in therapy from May 
to August. I used to get a hun- 
dred shots of cortisone in all 
the scars in my chest and face 
to try to flatten them. The head 
is the only part where you can’t 
deaden the pain. I did that 
about three times before I told 
the doctor, “I can’t take no 
more. I did this and I have to 
live with this.” 

Did the ordeal change your life?

Iwas in 
another accident; I was hit from 
behind bya U-Haul truck and I 
sawit right before it happened.
